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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to amendment filed on August 6, 2007. Claims 1, 47, 
54 and 55 have been currently amended. Claims 1-3,45-51,53 and 55 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3,45-51,53 and 55 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : 

The closest prior art of record are US Patents to SCHNECK et al. (US 5,933,498) and 
ISHIGURO (EP 874300 A2). The closest prior art of record when taken either individually or in 
combination fail to teach or suggest the combination of elements as claimed. As per independent 
claims 1 and 47, the closest prior art fail to teach or suggest a decoding unit configured to 
decrypt the digital data file read from the data storage medium using said key data, wherein said 
key data is generated by: summing one or more first internal keys to the unique ID of the digital 
data device or the unique ID of the storage medium or both to generate an internal encryption 
key; and generating said key data by converting the internal encryption key according to an 
encryption algorithm using a second internal key. 

Furthermore, Schneck teaching "that data-encrypting key, KD, is the same for all copies 
of the data" teaches away from generating an encrypting key that is based on a unique ID of the 
digital data playing device or the storage medium, as required by claims 1 and 47. 

Moreover, the rule encrypting key KR of Schneck cannot be equivalent to the key data as 
recited since Schneck clearly states that only the data encrypting key KD is used to encrypt the 
data, not the rule encrypting key KR. Neither Ishiguro nor the conventional art relied upon 
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correct this deficiency in Schneck. The remaining claims depend from independent claims 1 and 
47 and are accordingly allowed, as stated above.
